Stops BLoald bo talcou oarly in Iho 
coming session of tho Legislative 
Council to assitnilato tho systems of 
education in this Colony. On tho 
Mainland there is denominational 
education — a ajsicm whicb, no doubt, 
answered very "woil when tho world 
was emerging from a state of barbar^ 
ism — at a time when Sunday schools 
wore unknown and Bibles being 
Boaroo it was found necessary to mix 
np with a limited amount of sooular 
knowledge a oertaiu amount of inform- 
ation npon tbeologioal subjecta; but 
in this advanced age, when etrery 
hoasebold oontains a copy of the £oly 
Writ and Sabbath Bchools aboaod, we 
hold that the neoeBsity for investing 
the eecular teacher with the oharaoter 
of a theological preceptor hag passed 
away. In England denominational 
instruction is becoming unpopular. 
■I'l ••liii«--l)o.-n nscortJii^cd iha-t. nothing 
tends more to koep alivo tho fires of 
discord, to turn friend against iriond, 
and to sever family ties, than tho per- 
petuation of a system ot education 
which teaches tho Jew to hato the 
Cbri8.<ian and tho Christian to hato 
the members of every creed save bis 
own. As tbe most bloody and relonto 
less wars aro those waged for ro. 

have sprang from tbe same oaaae. We 
do not, of coarse, desire to he uoder- 
Btood aa wishing to oast a slar upon 
religioas education per se. Oa tho 
contrary, we .have the highest respect 
for religion and its teachers. But %ve 
are an uncompromiBing opponent of 
State aid being extended to any sys 
tem ot edncalion that interminglos 
religious with secular instruction. 
"Every tub should stand on its own 
bottom j" 80, also, should every re., 
ligious sect. It religious education is 
demanded for iho young of any par- 
ticular body, lot them have it; but 
let it be andorstood that they are to 
look for no aid trom tho Colonial 
revenue. Preo Secular Education — 
Bach as wo have oh the Island — is 
tbe only system that sboald bo aided 
by the Government of any country. 
Tbe Free School system, after four 
years' trial here, baa been fonnd to work 
well. There baa not been a single 
complaint made to iho Board of Edaoa 
tion of the inefiScieney of tho schools 
or tho teachers. Tbo children bavo 
progressed favorably in their s'udies ; 
most earnest watchfulness has been 
exercised over tboir morals; and tho 
expense ot carrying on tho inatilution 
has been inconsiderablo. Uad Gov- 
ernuient devoted §0,000, (as it prom- 
iaed it would devote) to tho mpport of 
theJsland sohoola, tho amount would 
only have avora^od some §15 per 
scholar. This sum would havo dis- 
charged every liability. Ou the main- 
land $4,000— or an average of $50 per 
pupil — was reserved for the purposes of 
insttuolion upon tbe denominational 
plan. These facts prove that tho Freo 
School system ia by far tho.leaat expeti- 
sive ot Ibe two, while in point of ifncieocj' 
it compares ctiOst favorablj with de- 
nominational education. In the 
Mother Country, at tho present mo~ 
mont, statesmen aro agitating notonly 
for tf-ee secular education but for 
compulsory education, too. This would 
compel every parent to send his cliiL 
dren under a certain age to some 
school, after tho PruFBian plan. 'Xliore 
is a strong probability of a bill of tho 
kind becoming law during tbo present 
BOBtion ; and it seems stranj^o, at a 
time when England is striving to sot 
afide antiquated rales and laws, that 
in this yoang Colony there should bo 
found a party who are " moving 
heaven and earth" to rivet npoo oar 
limbs chains tho people from whom we 
sprang are preparing to oast off, Tbe 
Colony demands euligbtonod and lib- 
eral logislation on this point ? Shall 
the demand bo made in vein ?
